He used 50 
pounds of rye and 20 pounds of 
vetch per acre. 
This eight avres provided a] 
good pasture for G head of grown

and he said that this eight acres 
was w orth as much to him as a 
good corn crop, as feed in addi­ 
tion to the seed crop estim ated 
at 200 pounds per acre and the 
soil im provem ent which is also 
great.

Fundamentally, there are only 
two principles involved in cooking 
m eat: (I) Dry heat and (2) moist 
heat.

meat dish.
